There have been signs during the past several months 
that something significant will shortly take place in the search 
for a Middle East peace agreement. The most important but 
least obvious link in the chain of events is the fundamental 
decision by Washington to involve the Palestinians and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation in a key manner within any 
movement towards peace. Neither Ronald Nessen nor Henry 
Kissinger will come out and announce this, of course, blit the 
thrust of American Middle East policy since the fall 1975 Sinai 
disengagement accord was signed has been towards working 
the PLO into the mainstream of Middle East negotiations. 

The obstacle has been to get Israel to accept what Ame¬ 
rica has known ail along the Israelis would have to accept in 
the end. The Saunders statement last fall was a trial balloon 
only in its timing, not in its substantive American commit¬ 
ment to finding a solution to the Palestinian question as the 
heart of the Middle East dispute. The idea today is for the 
Israelis themselves to come forth now with their own version 
cf -the Saunders statement. 

Obviously, for reasons of psychology, saving face and 
national structural dictates, the Israelis cannot and will not 
come out and say they will make peace with the Palestinians, 
and thereby make that one large step -towards the real peace 
that everybody seeks. 

So, they themselves have been involved in a process of 
delaying and shifting -the onus of truth onto others. All their 
talk about not attending the Security Council debate in Ja¬ 
nuary and their many statements about the importance of 
the Geneva Conference (without PLO participation, they 
insist) is part of the delaying tactics. They know that if they 
sit in a forum with the PLO and look into the eyes of a PLO 
representative, their entire national structure in Palestine will 
come crashing down in a steaming heap of guilt, confession 
and recognition of sin. So. they avoid the PLO. 

In the meantime, they talk circles around themselves and 
come forth with a series of proposals and suggestions about 
where we should go from here in finding a Middle East peace 
programme. Now the latest stunt is to "authorise” the United 
States to probe the next peace moves in the area, which the 
U.S. is doing. 

The Americans will effectively come to the Israelis and 
say, look feilows, if you want $2.2 billion a year in aid and 
lots of new weapons, you'll have to sign on the dotted line. 
The dotted line will contain the essential provisions of the 
Saunders statement, but worded in such a way that Israel 
wiH feel it is making peace with an amorphous mass of Arab 
people, which ns fine for Israel, the Arab states, the Palesti- 
i nians and the Americans.

World Bank 
extends $255m 
loans to 3 Asian 
states 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 
(AFP). — The World Bank to¬ 
day announced four loans total¬ 
ling $ 255.5 million to India, 
Malaysia and Nepal. 

India will receive $ 200 mil¬ 
lion from the International De¬ 
velopment Association (IDA), 
a World Bank affiliate, to assist 
its industrial development. The 
credit will enable some 800 me¬ 
dium and large-scale enterpris¬ 
es in selected priority indus¬ 
tries to maintain and expand 
production and exports. 

Malaysia will receive two 
loans totalling $ 47.5 million 
to improve the infrastructure 
in Kuala Lumpur. A project to 
ese Kuala Lumpur’s severe tra¬ 
ffic congestion will be assisted 
by a loan of $ 26 million 

The second loan ($ 21.5 mil¬ 
lion) will help to finance tbe 
first stage of a 30-year master 
plan to extend sewage facilities 
throughout the federal territory 
of Kuala Lumpur. 

In Nepal, an $ 8 million cre¬ 
dit from the IDA will finance 
an integrated rural development 
project in the districts of Nu- 
makot and Rasuwa. 

The IDA loans are for 50 ye¬ 
ars, with a service charge of 
0.75 per cent.

The two shc^jing streets have 
accordin^y been paved smoot¬ 
hly in toe style of pedestrian 
precincts but buses are st£U al¬ 
lowed to enter (them. No one 
denies that toe result is a com¬ 
promise which is less delightful 
than proper traffic-free precin¬ 
cts, but toe widened pavements 
and cautiously driven buses are 
undoubtedly a great improvem¬ 
ent on what went before. And 
for women with heavy shoppi¬ 
ng bags there is no doubt that 
it is very convenient to be able 
to get a bus just outside toe 
big shops. 

However, toe improvement

In the 12 months up to the 
summer of 1975 the first two 
park-and-ride services were ca¬ 
rrying 12,000 passengers a 
week. By the time four inter¬ 
changes are working there will 
be room for some 1400 cars to 
be parked on toe fringe of the 
city and it is expected that they 
will intercept about one and a 
half million car movements a 
year and divert about two mil¬ 
lion passengers to the buses. 

Efforts are also being made 
to give Oxford’s numerous cy¬ 
clists a new deal.

Safe 1 Roads 

The balanced transport poli¬ 
cy has brought measurable ben¬ 
efits. The effect of improved 
bus services on attracting ad¬ 
ditional passengers has already 
been referred to. The other side 
of this coin is a reduction of 
more than eight percent in toe 
number of vehicles entering 
the city centre. 

^ Oxford's roads have also be¬ 
en made safer. Over the last 
five years the number of people 
killed or seriously injured has 
been cut by 50% whole acci¬ 
dents in toe shopping streets 
traversed only by buses have 
gone down by 90%. 

"Sleeping policemen” — hu¬ 


mps in toe road to control traf¬ 
fic speed-have been introduced 
over one kilometer of Cuddes- 
don Way, one of Oxford’s re¬ 
sidential streets used by moto¬ 
rists as an alternative shorter 
route and the scene of a num¬ 
ber of accidents. The approach 
to Cuddesdon Way is such that 
cars cannot hit the first hump 
at a dangerous speed and there 
are prior warning signs. The 
humps are 70-90 metres apart, 
3,7 metres long and 102 mm at 
the highest point. After one 
year toe humps will be remo¬ 
ved and the results of the exp¬ 
eriment reviewed. 

Can Be Modified 

John Peverel-Cooper, Oxfor¬ 
d's city engineer, contrasts toe 
mix of adaptable, individually 
small and relatively cheap me¬ 
asures that have been introdu¬ 
ced with the plans for expen¬ 
sive and irreversible urban 
motorways that preceded them. 
He points out that some of toe 
new schemes have already be¬ 
en amended in toe tight of exp¬ 
erience and that their effect has 
been to improve environmental 
conditions throughout toe city. 

Motorways, had they been 
built, could not have been so 
easily modified and they would 
have improved the environment 
only in parts of the city while 
malting it worse elsewhere. In 
that contrast lies toe difference 
between Oxford’s old transport 
plan and its new balanced po¬ 
licy.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AFP). 
— The American government 
hopes to comply with a Japa¬ 
nese government request for 
the names of Japanese business¬ 
men who allegedly accepted 
bribes from the Lockheed Air¬ 
craft Corporation, but will not 
put pressure on Lockheed offi¬ 
cials to testify in Japan, it was 
learned here today. 

“The matter is entirely up to 
the Japanese government and 
the three individuals involved,” 
a State Department spokesman 
said today, when asked about a 
Japanese parliamentary deci¬ 
sion to summon nine witnesses 
including three American citi¬ 
zens, to testify in the Lockheed 
scandal. 

The three are A.C. Kotchian, 
former Vice-Chairman of Lock¬ 
heed, Dag Katayaroa, President 
of the I-D Corporation, who al¬ 
legedly supplied -false receipts 
for Lockheed, and Toshiyoshi 
Oni, manager of the Japanese 
branch of Lockheed Aircraft 
(Asia) Ltd. 

They have been summoned 
to testify under oath concern¬ 
ing alleged Lockheed payments 
of more than $2 million to high 
Japanese officials.
